PFORR stated tha\the information was to have bean turned 
over to him personally by Wernef^STRUNK, LfV Right Wing Case Offioer, 
Operations- Section, and rad not to 'have passed tn rough” LfT evalu a t i o n . 

After considerable questioning on the part of KANfiCK, PFORR admitted ; that .. 
he had reoeivkd an "AuftragV from GERLEN to investigate certain personnel 
of the Sessian Ministry of the Interior, particularly LIANECK. and 
YMinisterlalraylCEIL, Chief of Publio Safety s- The allegation against 
HAHECK was that ha had close ti90 to extreme right ving personalitiea,
